tN  submitting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  of  the  Hospital 
the  Thirty-first  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  have  again  to 
record  their  feeling  of  thankfulness  for  the  success  which  has 
attended  another  year’s  work  and  feel  that  they  can  look  back  on  the 
history  of  1898  with  satisfaction. 


The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  on  with  vigor  and 
success.  The  number  of  Patients  receiving  aid  has  been  larger  than 
in  any  previous  year,  539  In-patients ;  3562  Out-patients ;  1851 
Casualties ;  and  525  Dental  cases  having  been  treated  at  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  twelve  months. 


In  January,  1898,  the  Committee  had  the  great  pleasure  to 
receive  from  Dr.  Cundell,  one  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Institution, 
the  sum  of  ^3095  Os.  9d.,  the  amount  collected  by  him  during  his 
year  of  office  as  Mayor  of  the  Royal  Borough  of  Richmond  (1897-98) 
with  the  object  of  raising  an  Endowment  Fund  in  commemoration 
of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Her  most  Gracious  Majesty,  Patron  of  the 
Hospital.  The  amount  thus  received  has  been  invested  in  West 
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ROYAL  HOSPITAL,  RICHMOND. 


Ham  and  Cardiff  Corporation  Stocks,  particulars  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  Report.  The  Fund  will  be  known  as  the  “  Victoria 
Endowment  Fund,”  and  the  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of 
recording  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Dr.  Cundell  for  his  great 
and  laudable  exertions  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Income  of  the  year  amounted  to  £3472  5s.  Id.,  (including 
a  legacy  of  £100  from  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Courtney,  which  in 
accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  Testator  has  been  invested  in  the 
purchase  of  £94  15s.  7d.  3  per  cent  Indian  Stock  for  the  permanent 
endowment  of  the  hospital),  while  the  Committee  have  had  to  sell 
out  £200  Consols  to  meet  current  expenses.  There  is  little  difference 
from  1897  in  the  amounts  derived  from  Subscriptions,  Donations, 
Church  Collections,  and  the  Friendly  Societies,  but  the  amount 
received  through  the  Collecting  Boxes  has  nearly  reached  £1000,  and 
the  Committee  feel  that  it  is  only  right  to  point  out  to  the  Governors 
and  Subscribers  that  for  the  large  yearly  increase  coming  in  from 
this  source  they  are  indebted  to  the  unflagging  energy  of  their 
Secretary  in  this  direction. 

The  amount  received  through  the  Collecting  Boxes  nearly 
equals  that  derived  from  the  Subscriptions,  and  the  Committee  would 
again  express  their  earnest  hope  that  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
Residents  of  Richmond  and  the  neighbourhood  may  become  Annual 
Subscribers. 

In  the  Committee  three  vacancies  have  occurred  by  the  resig¬ 
nations  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Dean,  in  consequence  of  leaving  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  ;  Mr.  Clarence  A.  Roberts,  who  has  had  to  tender  his  resignation 
on  account  of  ill-health  after  14  years’  service  on  the  Committee ; 
and  Mr.  C.  Capel  Smith,  on  account  of  his  other  duties  preventing 
him  from  attending  the  Meetings  of  the  Committee  ;  whilst  Messrs. 
Clarke,  Gascoyne,  Master,  and  Pears,  retiring  by  rotation  will  be 
proposed  for  re-election. 

Amongst  the  larger  donations  received  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Committee  are 
indebted  to  Mr.  Frank  R.  Robinson  for  £50  the  result  of  a  Masonic 
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Service  held  in  the  Parish  Church  in  January,  1898,  by  the  “  Rich¬ 
mond  Lodge  ”  ;  Mrs.  Porteous,  £32  10s  Od  ;  Mrs.  Berridge,  £21 . 
Mr.  Henry  Smith’s  Charity,  £21;  “Friends,”  £15;  The  Mid-Surrey 
Golf  Club,  £12  8s.  Od. ;  Elementary  Schools  Football  Match,  per  Mr. 
F.  B.  Locke,  £12  7s.  6d.  ;  The  County  Rugby  Football  Union,  £10; 
and  S.  D.  R.  S.  D.,  £10. 

The  Committee  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Hilditch  for 
the  excellent  photograph  of  the  Hospital  which  will  appear  on  the 
back  of  the  Report  and  which  has  proved  most  useful  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  Hospital. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks 
to  the  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable  services,  as  also  to  the  rest 
of  the  Staff  connected  with  the  Hospital.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


79.  In-Patients  shall  be  admissable  every  TUESDAY  in  the 
year,  on  presenting  their  Tickets  of  Recommendation  at  the 
Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  Tickets  to  remain 
in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

80.  ACCIDENTS  shall  be  admitted  at  all  times,  without 
letters  of  recommendation. 

81.  Persons  labouring  under  violent  inflammation,  or  other 
acute  disease  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of  the  Charity  and 
properly  recommended),  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  by  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance. 

82.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified 
to  be  In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting 
of  the  least  delay. 

84.  No  woman  pregnant — no  person  disordered  in  their  senses, 
subject  to  epileptic  fits,  suspected  to  have  the  smallpox  or  other 
infectious  distemper,  having  habitual  ulcers,  confirmed  con¬ 
sumption  or  any  disease  that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be 
admitted  as  In-Patients  ;  or  if  inadvertently  admitted,  shall  be 
suffered  to  remain. 

87.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.  Should  any  visitors 
be  detected  taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing 
anything  contrary  to  the  rules,  they  will  be  strictly  prevented  from 
entering  in  future.
